Tells of Effective Method of 
Suppression Used. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 20.—The 
Hiessian fly is under control in Mis- 
suuri, as a result of the co-operative 
fight which farmers made last year. 
Abundant proof is available that the 
uleasures recommended for the con- 
trol of the Hessian fly are practical, 
effective, and advisable, even during 
a very unfavorable season such a3 
last winter. 

T. J. Talbert of the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture has 
summarized the reasons which indi- 
cate that: the recommendations for 
control of Hessian fly are beneficial. 

1. Fall and winter conditions were 
unfavorable to winter wheat through 
the entire wheat growing sections of 
the United States, regardless of. the 
time of seeding of the remedial meas- 
ures for the control of the fly. This 


nois, Indiana, lowa and Nebraska, 
where the farmers seeded their 


vheat as usual and made no specia! 
effort to control the Hessian fly. 
Moreover, the Missouri wheat crop 
this year will perhaps, en the aver- 


age, be better than the wheat crops 
of Kansas, Nebraska; Iowa, Illinoiz 
and Indiana. 

2. Experimental seeding plots 
were established last fall in all the 
wheat growing districts or sections 
of Missouri. The seedings were made 
from about Sept. 15 to Oct. 15. The 
results from these plots to date show 
that the seedings which were made 
on good seedbeds on or soon after 
the fly-free dates gave better yields 
than the plots which were seeded 
earlier or later. In other words, the 
vheat which was seeded on a well- 
made seedbed, on or soon after the 
fly-free date, passed the winter in 
equally as good condition and in 
most cases better condition than the 
wheat that was sown too early. 


3. Practical, observing and think- 
ing farmers in all parts of the ‘State 
have ample proof that no mistake 
vas made last year by seeding a lit- 
tle later than usual. And where the 
farmers plowed their ground early, 
cultivated to keep down weeds and 
volunééer wheat, a substantial in- 
crease in the Wheat yield was made 
in most cases this year.

But 
many an extra egg and portion of 
butter have I managed té get by pay- 
ing for it, what would have bought 
20 times as much in the United 
States.

said yes, and then she gave me the 
permit. 

When I bought the suit I paid 500 
marks for it—that is over $100 for it 
—that is, in America, I could have 
bought it for $25 or less. 

Blouses which cost $15 there could 
be bought here for $3. A hat which 
I paid $15 for could be gotten here 
for $5. 

I was treated no differently than 
the German women in the matter of 
permission to buy clothes. / 

Paper Very Scarce. 

I was allowed two pairs of shoes 
a year, three pairs of stockings; two 
nightgowns, three suits of under- 
wear and a limited number of hand- 
kerchiefs and gloves. I paid $40 for 
a pair of shoes once, and they were 
not i nstyle at that. I had to furnish 
my own bed linen and towels in the 
boarding houses where I stopped for 
a short time. And I had to wash 
them—and that, sometimes, without 
either hot water or soap. 


If a woman wants a white linen 
skirt she must get special permission 
to buy it. And under no conditions 
can she purchase more than her al- 
lotment of necessary wearing ap-, 
parel. 


Here, in America, we have no idea 
of the scarcity of things there. For 
instance, there is practically no pa- 
per. We never got things wrapped 
up. We would not have dared to 
ask for paper and string. We took 
boxes or baskets wit us to the stores 
and carried the articles we purchased 
in them. Bread was put in the basket 
without wrapping. 


When I came away I cuuld nut 
get tissue paper to pack my trunk. 
I was not permitted to bring with 
me any paper, soap or meial of anv 
kind—I had to leave even my elec- 
tric iron there, as well as perfume, 
medicines, rubber of any kind or 
clothes that I had not already worn. 


There are only four big rewspa- 
pers in Berlin now and, insteud of a 
regular paper. as we used to x2, 
the newspapers now are only two 
sheets and indifferently printed a2: 
that. The supply of ink is row an] 
what they do have is of an inferior 
quality. 

One reason for the strict censor- 
ship of newspapers I believe is that 
the officers in charge of the city 
are only too glad to suppress any 
newspaper for.a short time, as that 
means @ little more paper on hand.

The ‘“‘war brides,” too, are a pitiful 
lot. The Government stopped thes” 
last-hour marriages, as it was found 
that the women and babies vere too 
great a charge. Very few wome) 
could afford to keep their babies 
with them. The babies all were put 


into homes and the women worked 


along the best they could. 

The ‘‘war brides’’ who really were 
patriotic in their wish to bear sons 
for Germany, rued their bargain, 
many of them, for the children they 
brought into the world are more of 
a care than a comfort. Thousands 
of them will be permanent invalids 
—few will be strong, healthy, norma! 
boys and girls. But, even at that, 
the Government is making a des- 
perate effort to save all the boys it 
can. 

In eBrlin there are no young men, 
of course, only old men, cripples and 
very young ‘children. The boys are 
put out on the farms to work. 


Many Wounded Men. 


The city os full, too, of soldiers 
maimed and crippled in horrible 
ways. Our own porter had had a 
bullet go through both cheeks,’ tak- 
ing the roof of his mouth with it. I 
saw men every day with noses shot 
away; half their faces gone, eyes, 
ears, legs and arms gone, wreched 
wrecks of humanity. 

And many of the people expect a 
seven years’ war. They do not look 
for a speedy close, although they 
profess to believe in an _ ultimate 
German victory. 

The majority now are content to 
get peace and keep their own coun- 
try intact without adding to Ger- 
man possessions. 

Just before I left Berlin I had be- 
gun to hear many gnurmers of a 
coming war with Austria. One Ger- 
man officer with whom I had a short 
, “This 
war—why this is nothing." 

“Well Ithink it is terrible,’’ I said. 

“Yes,” he said, “It is bad enough, 
but the real war will come when this 
war is over and Austria and Ger- 
many fight—that may be a war 
which wil end only in the extermin- 
ation of one or the other.”’ 

And his smile showed his confi- 
dence as to where Germany would 
be found at the end of it.

Senator James A. Reed has declared war on the | 
Government on account of Hoover and the food ° 
control law. We can see no other meaning in a 
letter he is sending out to the country with a 
speech containing a bitter assault on Food Ad- 
minstrator Hoover for his action in taking con-

Kuepper’s Adm’r, 22 Missouri, 
661, the King of Prussia prevailed during 
the year 1856 against the administrator of 
one of hie former officials, on a petition 
which alleged: 

“The plaintiff states that he is absolute 
monarch of the kingdom of Prussia, and as

country; that he is unrestrained by any 
constitution or law, and that his will’ ex- 
pressed in due form, is the only law of 
that country, and is the only legal power 
there known to exist as law.”

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Sunday, Aug. 19.—. 
The beginning of the fourth year of 
| the war finds the Germans making 
' .@ radical change in their methods of 
defense along the British battlefield 
in Northern France and Belgium. 
"The continuous lines of wonderfully 
constructed forward trenches, with 
their deep dugouts, in which lived 
and fought great numbers of men, 
ere fast passing into the discard. _ 
The enemy is adopting the system 
of scattering his advance forces 
over a great depth. Cunningly con- 
structed strongholds among the my- 
riads of shell holes along the fron‘ 
now conceal innumerable small and 
more or less isolated garrisons of 
men, who formerly fought shoulder 
to shoulder along great stretches o* 
picturesque ditches, through which 
communication was not broken for 
miles. 

This alteration has been brought 
about by the ever-growing prepon- 
derance of British artillery, which 
has buried the German front line 
trenches under an avalanche or 
ghells and has left the defenses noth- 
ing bu. heaped furrows of earth, 
and has made the famous dugouts 
veritable man traps, in which count- 
less thousands have lost their lives 
without a chance of fighting back. 


Repair Work Impossible. 


The continuous deluge of break- 
fng steel made repair work on the 
trenches impossible; and, as the Ger- 
mans were gradually pushed back. 
they were, of necessity, forced to in- 
vent other modes of stemming the 
ever-advancing tide. So it has come 
to be depth of defenses upon which 
the Germans depend in many places 
rather than the strength of his first 
line trenches. The recent allied of- 
fensive east and north of Ypres dis- 
closed many examples of this new 
scheme of fighting, which bids fair 
to take the place of the tactics of 
the last three years. 

Whenever the German front-line 
trenches have veen made untenable. 
or where a British attack is expected, 
one finds the new order of things. 
The first German lines now often 
consist of strong outposts concealed 
in shell craters and a considerable 
distance apart. 

Back of these outposts are chains 
of shell-hole nests, each nest con- 
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sisting of *wo or three craters con- 
nected by undcrground passages that | 
often lead to dugouts. As the entire, 
territory is pitted with holes, this| 
is easy of accomplishment, and it 
may be presumed that the Germans 
figure it will be hard for the allied 
observers 19 pick out the defended 
sheli holes from the thousands of 
others scattered about. 

Where time nas allowed, the Ger- 
mans have made the shell-hole de- 
fenses with claborate care. Each 
nest is heavily protected by barbed 
wire, and the chambers keneath are 
reinforced with timbers and con- 
crete. In these the infantry lurk 
with machine guns and rifles, ready 
to rush out ana begin firing if an 
attack is launcred against them. 

Many of the shell hole nests have 
rear exits underground which lead 
back to what is called the first fire 
line. A few yards behind the shell 
hole nests, and half way between 
them, are machine gun emplace- 
ments which command the opening 
between the nests. Thus, if the at- 
tacking troops force their way 
through the nests, they are met by 
a deluge of machine gun bullets. 
Stili further to the rear is the nrst 
fire line, which may be some sort of 
a trench or merely a chain of shell 
holes connected to form a more or 
lees solid front. Even reserve troops 
are often siieltered in the shell holes. 

The villages, which present an easy 
mark to the British artillery, are he- 
ing avoided by the Germans. An il-

MEAT PRODUCING ANIMALS 
DECREASED | 15,005,000 BY WAR | 


U. S. Task of Furnishing Supply for 
Allies Grows More Difficult. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
problem of supplying the allies with 
meat has devolved inainhly on the 
United States and daily the burden 
is growing more Onerous, according 
to a statement issued by the food 
administration today. Wartime de- 
mands have been so great that Eu- 
rope has been makimg alarming in- 
roads on its herds with consequent 
reduction in its domestic supply. 
Since the war started there has 
| been a total decrease of 115,005,000 


| in world's supply of meat-producing 


animals. Cattle increased '7,090,000 
in the United States, while the total 
world decrease was 28,080 000. 
Sheep decreased 3,000,000 in ‘this 
country, while the world supply was 
diminished by 54,500,000. Hogs in- 


creased 6,275,000 in America, but 


the - general supply decreased 
$2,425,000. 

During the year ending June 30, 
1916, America exported 1,339,193,- 
000 pounds of meat, as compared 
with a three-year antebellum aver- 
age of 493,848,000 pounds. These 


exports went chiefly to the allies, 
whose stock of animals has de- 
creased 33,000,000 head.
